THE TRIAL COURT itself had 
received no evidence on the sub­ 
ject because the psychological is­ 
sues were not raised there.

court below, there is bound to be 
resentment. 
Congress can remedy the situa­ 
tion by enacting a law specifying 
that the Supreme Court take into 1 
consideration the evidence on both 
sides of a dispute. 
In recent months the Supreme 
Court has been especially solici­ 
tous about Communists and has 
reversed decisions where the cred­ 
ibility of some witnesses had been 
challenged, not in the same case 
but in other cases.

The right of Congress to formu­ 
late rules for the Supreme Court 
to follow is derived from Article 
3 of the Constitution, which says:

It isn’t the state but the individ­ 
uals “acting under color of law” 
who are sued.

Amendment to the Constitution,

serves to state courts the jurisdic­ 
tion of suits between citizens and 
a state. 
It prohibits the exercise of such 
jurisdiction by all federal courts 
as well as by the Supreme Court 
of the United States.

however, wish to give back to the 
states 
all 
rights

powers— 
taken from them by a Supreme 
Court decision — to deal with pub­ 
lic schools and educational m at­ 
ters, a constitutional amendment 
would

an amendment could de­ 
clare that “notwithstanding Article

power to control 
admissions

education is one of the powers re­ 
served to the states as provided 
in Article 10.”
